(Article No. 1) 

In making out his income tax return 
for 1921, the average taxpayer will 
find a considerable saving in compari- 
son with the amount of tax paid on the 
same income for 1920. 

The exemptions provided by the 
revenue act of 1921 are $1,000 for single 
persons (the term including widows, 

‘widowers, divorceas, and persons sep- 
arated from husband and wife by 
mutual agreement), $2,500 for married 
persons whose net income was $5,000 

_ or less, and $2,000 for married persons 
whose net income was $5,000 or more. 


! Under the revenue act of 1918 the per- 


sonal exemptton allowed a married 
person was $2,000, regardless of the 
amount of net income. The personal 
exemption allowed a married person 
applies also to the head of a family, 
man or woman who supports in one 
houschoid one or more relatives by 
blood, marriage, or adoption. 

The exemptions for dependents—a 
person who receives his chief support 
from the‘taxpayer and who is under 
18 years of age or incapable of self- 
. support because mentally or physically 
defective—is increased from $200 to

The act requires that a return be 
filed by every single person whose net 
income for 1921 was $1,000 or more, 
every married person whose net in- 
come was $2,000 or more, and by 
every person—single or married— 
whose gross income was $5,000 or 
more. 

The requirement-to file a. réturn of 

gross income of $5,000 or more -regard- 
less of net income is a new ‘provision. 
Net income is gross tncome less certain 
specified deductions for business ex- 
penses, losses, bad debts, etc., which 
are fully explained on the forms. 
: Returns must be filed by marricd 
” couples whose combined net income 
for 1921, ¢ncluding that of dependent 
.minor children, equaled or exceeded 
$2,000,.or if the combined gross income 
equaled or exceeded $5,000. 

The period for filing returns is from 
January 1 to March 15, 1922. Heavy 


_ penalties are provided for failure or 


“willful refusal’ to file a return on 
time. ” 

Forms 1040A for incomes of $5,000 
and less and 1040 for incomes in ex- 
cess of $5,000 may be obtained from 
the offices of collectors of internal rev- 
enue and branch offices. The tax may 
be paid in full at the time of filing the

SUFFICIENT TO EN- - - 


Crop Expert 
Gives ‘Report 


Verne Church Says Grain 
Weathering Winter. Nicely. 


The following semi-monthly crop re- 
port was issued at Lansing, Monday, 
by Verne H. Church, agricultural sta- 
tistician: 

There is no apprehension at this 
date as to the condition of 
wheat and rye. While the ground has 
been bare over southern Michigan 
during a great part of the past two 
weeks, it has remained. frozen since 
the rainy. season that prevailed during 
the early days of the month. Northera 
Michigan has an ample’snow covering. 
The temperature has been above nor- 
‘mal, a condition also favorable to fall- 
sown wheat and other crops. 

Highways have improved -to some 
extent where much hauling has been 
done, the rough places having been 
worn down by travel. Ice-cutting is in 
progress, the thickness being general- 
ly good and the weather favorable for 
handling. Conditions have also been 
favorable for wood and log cutting. 
There is very little snow in the woods 
exceptin the far northern counties, 


{and not enough there to hinder lum- 


bering operations. 
Livestock continues in good health: 
due to the absence of any severe. epi- 
demics, a plentiful supply of feed ex- 
cept in a few sections and the prevail- 
ing moderate temperature. 
Considerable interest on the. part of 
farmers is mauifested in the further 
“organization of co-operative creameries 
‘and «milk ~ producers organizations. 
One of the latter is in process of effect- 
ing an organization in Lansing. In this 
particular instance .it is planned to 


the city to supply the demand and to 
manufacture the surplus into butter, 
cheese and other dairy products. The 
milk is to be graded- according to its 
percentage of butter, fat and patrons 
supplied according to their preferen- 
ces. 

Michigan is rapidly attaining a high 
rank in the production of seeds of 
many kinds. Pedigreed grains and 
seed potatoes have obtained exception- 
al exhibits. The state is also a, large 


seed and several of the varieties of 


clover seed. During the last few years; 


alfalfa seed has been grown very 
successfully and promises to become 
another industry for the state. Seed 
buyers from all. parts of the country 
are looking to Michigan as a desirable 
source for standard seeds of quality. 


CIRCLE THE EARTH 


What the new Federal highway ap- 
propriation to be expended under the 
direction of the Bureau of Public Roads 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture will mean to the country is accur: 
ately gauged in a synopsis prepared by 
the bureau, showing the use to which 
the $75,000,000 previously appropriated 
by Congress has been put. Up to De- 
cember 31, $215,077,246 had been put 
to work in projects either entirely com- 
plete or under construction. To match 
that amount the States appropriated 
$25,379,312, making a total of $497,456,- 
558. 

It placed end to end the roads to he 
paid for by this money wouid encircle 
the earth at the Equator and extend as 
from New York to San Francisco on 
the second lap. The total mileage of 
roads under construction and complet- 
ed, the department’s records show, 


was approximately 27,000 miles. Of} 


this mileage 9,555 miles was in projects 
entirely completed. The balance of 
17, 445, miles was in projects which were 
still tinder construction but reported 
69 per cent complete October’31, In 
those projects there was the equiva- 
lent of 12,000 miles of completed roads, 
so: that the completed road to date 
was more than 21,000 miles, or nearly 
enough to encircle the globe. 

Prior to 5 years ago the Federal Gov- 
ernment took no_active part in the 
road construction of the country. To- 
day about one-half of ali roads undér 
construction are being aided financial-

and approval of Federal engineers.

U. S. Veterans’ Bureau Has the 
_ Above Number. 


“The complete ‘social recovery’ of 
the neuropsychiatric cases and recov- 
ery of health in tubercular cases is the 
objective of the 68 training. centers 
established outside of hospitals. under 
the U, S. Veterans’ Bureau, Fifty of 
these training centers are non-resident, 
while eight of them are resident. 
These training centers have been es- 
tablished principally for tubercular and 
neuropsychiatric cases,’’? Col. Charles 
R, Forbes, Director of the U. S. Vete- 
rans’ Bureau ststed today. 

The resident training center at 
Pascagoula, Mississippi, was establish- 
ed on the site of a,war-time ship build- 
ing corporation. A community had 
been established there for the work- 
men in the shipbuilding plant, and 
when it was taken over for the pur- 
pose of a training center, there. was 
ready for occupancy a large number of 
cottages and other buildings common 
to such a community. This made it 
pleasant and convenient for the mar- 
ried ‘trainees, who were. thereby en- 
abled to have their families with: them. 
The resident center at Nauvoo, Illinois, 
has both neuropsychiatric and ‘quies- 
cent tubercular trainees. However, 
these men are convalescent cases not 
sufficiently recovered to take a full 
course of training and yet not so sick 
as to necessitate their remaining in a 
hospital. A certain number of hours a 
day is devoted to study, while. suffi- 
cient time is allotted for rest and re- 
creation. They are: under the’ super- 
vision of the medical officers who pre- 
scribe the necessary amount of study, 
rest and recreation, making possible a 
program which could not be carried 
out elsewhere. The training center 
which is being completed at Bellevue, 
Nebraska, will be devoted primarily to 
neuropsychiatric cases, Another was 
recently opened at Fort Jefferson, 
New York, with all modern facilities 
and cofiveniences for the proper. hand- 
ling of convalescent cases. --These 
cases can be best taken care of: when 
the training is based on “prescription” 
and the Rehabilitation Division of the 
Veterans’ Bureau has been studying 
the best types of vocations to be taught 
neuropsychiatric cases, They confi- 
dently predict that practically every 
neuropsychiatric case will make a 
“social recovery’’, through the proper 
type of training, so arranged as to tide 
these men over their period of con- 
valescence. 

The Chief Tuberculosis Goncdltant 
for the Veterans’ Bureau is at present 
engaged in getting these centers up to 
the maximum of efficiency for the care 
of disabled veterans, and the Chief 
Neuropsychiatric Consultant is ‘advis- 
ing regarding the programs for the 
neuropsychiatric cases. 

A model training center hss recent- 
ly been opened at Silver Springs, 
Maryland, The men are being taught 
general agriculture,. carpentry, cab- 
inet-making, machine shop work, 
electrical trades, leather work, me- 
chanical drawing and the necessary 
academic subjects, which make this 
vocational training feasible. The 
trainees are housed in a modern dor- 
mitory, comfortable and pleasant and 
everything has been done to make the 
surroundings agreeable for these dis- 
abled veterans.

Vice President Coolidge on the first 
of January wrote a letter at the re- 
quest of the N. Y. Journal of Commerce 
so optomistie that it deserves a wider 
circulation than the Journal was in a 
position to accord it. The body of the 
letter reads as follows: 

“There are many increasing indica- 
tions that this nation is at the begin- 
ning of a greatly increased prosperity. 
There has been a drastic deflation of 
all kinds of merchandise, which ap- 
pears to be completed. There are 
many things selling below the cost of 
production. There is a large reserve 
of money in the banks. The rate of 
interest has declined. Every appear- 
ance indicates that business has reach- 
ed a stable foundation. There has not 
been a complete economic internation- 
al readjustment, but the - foundation 
has been laid for it in the existence of 
the most complete and friendly under- 
standing which ever existed between 
the nations of the world. The Wash- 
ington Conference made a remarkable 
contribution to this end. The period 
of reaction is done. The time for 
prosperity is at hand. The material 
conditions have been completed. To 
all this let the faith of man add pros: 
perity.”

QUESTION UP AT CONFERENCE 


Political Stability Must Be Estab- 
lished Declares Count Uchida In 
Speech Before Diet. ave 


Washington—Consideration of her 
own safety compels Japan to continue 
for the present her forces in the mari- 
time provinces of Siberia, Foreign 
Minister Uchida declared before the 
diet in Tokio, according to a text of 
his speech made public Sunday by the 
Japanese embassy. 

Count Uchida declared in his speech 
that upon the re-establishment of po-

The foreign minister was quoted by 
the embassy as continuing: “We have 
no territorial ambition nor any inten- 
tion to secure for ourselves exclusive 
Tights of any kind. The occupation 
of Saghalien Island has been caused 
by the unprecendented massacre at 
Nikolaievsk, and Japanese would cer- 
tainly discontinue it upon satisfactory 
settlement of that incident by a re- 
sponsible Russian government.” 

Count Uchida said it was a matter 
of sincere regret that not only have 
peace and unity not been restored in 
China but the situation there lately 
appears to be developing in the oppo- 
site direction. 


LABOR BOARD CUTS OVERTIME 


Rallroad Men to Receive Extra” Pay 
After 9 Hours Work. 


Chicago, IIl—Abolition of penal 
overtime payments until after. the 
ninth hour of work, and authorization 
of “split tricks,” instead of compelling 
overtime payments, or two shifte for 
intermittant work over a span of more 
than eight hours, are important 
changes in rules governing railroad- 
clerical and terminal employes issued 
by the United States railroad labor 
board. 

‘The new rules, which become effec- 
tive February 1, supercede the. na- 
tional agreement made by the federal 
administration with the brotherhood 
of railway and steamship clerks, 
freight handlers, express and station 
employes, which has been in effect 
since January 1, 1920. About 300,000 
employes are affected. i 

Through elimination ‘of time an 
one-half pay for the ninth hour of 
work, the railroads are expected to 
save thousands of dollars, although no 
estimate of the amount is available.

Secretary Mellon of the treasury, In 


a letter to Representative Fordney, | 


chairman of the committee on ways 
and means of the house of representa- 
tlves, says: “Ordinary expenditures 


for the first three quarters of the fis- [ 


cal year, 1921, have been $3,783,771,- 
996.74, or at the rate of about $5,000,- 
000,000 for the year. . . According 
to the Jatest estimates of the spending 
departments, . ordinary expendl- 
tures during the, fiscal year, 1922, in 
eluding interest on the public debt, 
will be over $4,000,000,000. 
“The nation cannot continue to 
spend at this shocking rate, As the 
President said in his message, the bur- 
den is unbearable, and there are two 
avenues of relief, ‘One is resistance 
in appropriation and the other is the 
utmost economy in administration.’” 
R. GC. Leffingwell, formerly an assis- 
tant secretary of the treasury, whom 
I have quoted previously_in these ar- 
ticles, and who 1s still deeply and ac- 
tively interested in securing retrench- 
ment in national expenditures, com- 
menting on this utterance of Secretary 
Mellou, says: . “Why should there be 
retrenchment in public expenditure? 
Why does the secretary of the treas- 
ury speak of current and estimated ex- 
penditures as shocking? What is the 
evil that we are discussing and what 
is its effect?” 
“Government expenditures must be 
met from taxes, To the extent that 
they are met promptly from taxes and 
from honest taxes directly Idid upon 
the incomes of the people, and in pro- 
Portion to those incomes, exaggeration 
of the evil of government expenditure 
_1s avoided.- Government expenditure 
takes the money of all the people for 
the supposed benefit of a portion of 
the people, honestly or dishonestly, 
equally -or unequally, avowedly by di- 
rect taxatlon, or surreptitiously by the 
indirect -taxation which results from 
inflation of currency’ and credit and 
of the public debt. a 

“Government expenditure takes the 
fruits of the earth and the labor of 
the people and diverts them from the 
productive _and reproductive enter- 
prises of men, from the natural enjey- 
ment of -the men, who -by thelr pru- 
dence, foresight and effort, created the 
“wealth.and made it available, to the 
sometimes benevolent and sometimes 
belligerent, but almost always econom- 
ically wasteful, purposes of govern- 
ment. 

“Government exploits all of us for! 
the benefit, or supposed benefit, of | 
some of us. Yielding to the vague 
aspirations of men for a better world 
or a better distribution of the good 
things of this earth, government {m-_ 
poses upon all of us ever-increasing 
burdens in the effort to. benefit vocif- 
erous and organized minorities, 

“Bach of the executive departments 
is concerned -to improve its service 
and to discover new and useful flelds 

. of service, The entire organization 
of the army, of the navy, of each of 
the: departments, independent offices 
and agencies of the government, is de- 
voted to an important task. Its par- 
ticular function--seems “of vital use- 
fulness, even necessity. Experts in 
each -are alive to its defects and to 
the opportunities for usefulness which 
have not been availed of. ; 

“The secretary, or wther head of | 
the depirtment, drawn from private; 
life, perhaps wholly ignorant: at. the 
outset of the nature and extent of its 

_ problems, promptly becomes the advo- 
cate of the policies and demands of 
his permanent assistants and bureau 
chiefs. If he does not become such 
advocate, he may break down the 
morale of his organization and possibly 
lose the confidence of his personnel, 

“Behind it all is the pressure of or- 
ganized interests in the constituencies, 
which are the benéficiaries of specific 
expenditures, operating .upon polltt- 
cians, executive departments, senators - 

“and congressmen. The strident voice

There is an utter lack of detinitely 
planned and well-organized employ- 
ment policy in the government serv-

There is need for a centralized em- 
ployment oflice with jurisdiction in alt 
inutters relating to employment. 

The employment methods of the gov- 
ernment should be such as to serve 
for a model*for private busiuass, 

There is at present no central con- 
trol over the executive. service short 
of the President, ‘The President is a 
sbusy yan and cannot ‘concern himself 
with tle details~of the executive de- 
partments. : : 

fhe lack of efliciency in guvern- 
ment offices has a marked elfect on 
private business, 

Definite information concerning the 
number of federal civil employees in 
different branches of the service and 
the amount of the government pay 
roll are not readily available. 

An official register, or blue book, 
is issued every two years. It is out 
of date Jong before it is printed. 

A provision of the civil service rules 
theoretically gives the civil service 
commission authority to collect Sand 
maintain complete personnel  statis- 
ties. The labor and expense involved, 
however, practically prohibit the ‘eol- 
lection and compilation of reliable sta- 
tistical data, i 

In addition to the limits of the com- 
mission's authority is, the absence of 


authority to enforce its findings. The 
commission can make recommenda- 


tions to the departments and offices 
and urge their observance, but it can- 
not enforce them. . 

Congress passed what is known as 
the civil service faw January 16, 1883. 


This act created the United States 
efvil service commisston, Phe law was 
Intended to cure in part the evils 


traceable to the spoils system, which 
grew out of the four-year-tenure-of- 
office act of 1820. ‘ 

During the first 40 years after the 
organization of our goyernment, ad- 
ministrative practice with regard to 
thé civil service seemed to conform 
to the intention of the founders. The 
Constitution fixed the term of no of- 
ficer in the executive branch of the 
government except those of the Pres- 
ident and Wee president. Tt was the 
established usage during these first 
40 yeurs to permit executive aiicers, 
except menibers of the cabinet, to hold 
office for an unlimited period: during 
good ~ behavior. The practice . wits 
changed in 1820 by the four-year-ten- 
ure act, Lhe spoils system, as it was 
officially described as early as 1835, 
was introduced und extended until if 
pernieated the entire civil service of 
the, country...

There was only 
one topic of conversation in which 
the-natives were interested; the lynch- 
ing of the five prisoners who had 
been taken from jail and murdered hy 
an infuriated mob. This, coupled with 
open threats of defiance against the 
governor's edict that the guilty men 
must be punished, kept the town in a 
continual state of simmering, seething 
unrest—punctuated by frequent state- 
ments that any state or government 
official who tried to find out the names 
of the men implicated fn the lynching 
would be shot on sight. =” 

Beck, apparently, wasn’t in the least 
interested in the local turmoil. He 
had been senf to Versafiles to sell in- 
surance, and he was determined to 
sell it, no matter how many —Neopte 
he had to Interview.
